The Houghton Collection —engraved from the pictures formerly the property of the Right Honourable 
Edward Walpole, Earl ofOiford, but which are now in the possession of His Imperial Majesty, the 
Emperor of Russia, having been purchased fiom that nobleman by the late Empress Catharine of 
Russia, for the sum of 50,000 L The pictures being well kntisvn, it is almost unnecessary to say, are 
generally by the first masters, and the plates engraved by the best artists of this country, who lived at 
the time of their publication; amongst whom we enumerate Earlom, Sharpe, Bartolozzi, Green, Murphy, 
Browne, &c. &c. &c. ; the number of plates is 131, forming two volumes grand eagle folio, preceded
